This is a decision on the Petition to revive the above-identified 
application under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed April 5, 2003, 

This Petition is hereby granted . 

Background 

This application became abandoned for failure to timely and 
properly reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Nonprovisional Application (hereinafter "'Notice"), mailed January 
10, 2002. The Notice required the filing fee, $370; the oath or 
declaration and surcharge for late filing of the oath or 
declaration, $65. The two-month period for reply was non- 
statutory, and extensions of time were available under 37 CFR 
1.136(a) . 

A petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) was filed on August 12, 2002, 
al/ong with the filing fee, $370, and surcharge for late filing of 
trie oath or declaratxon, $65. However, no oath or declaration 
was been filed, thus the petition was not grantable. Instead, 
Petitioner requested a two (2) month extension of time in order 
to file the oath or declaration. The maximum extendable period 
having expired on August 12, 2002, no extensions were available. 
This application became abandoned on August 11, 2002. A Notice 
of Abandonment was mailed November 19, 2002.

Petitioner has submitted an acceptable 
oath or declaration. Accordingly, the petition is granted.
